The Prophet took rest at 
night and in the morning, after 
praying, he went towards a place 
called Mashar Haram where he 
again prayed 

Before sunrise, the Prophet left 
Muzdalifah for Mina, after picking 
up small pebbles. 

On the way, passing through 
the valley of Muhssar, he asked 


people to move fast, as this was the 
place where the People of the 
Elephant, who had come to destroy

On the same day, the Prophet rode 
to Makkah, performed tawaf, drank 
water at Zamzam and returned to Mina. 
At Mina people came to him, asking 
many questions about the pilgrimage. 
Some said, “I delayed in doing so and 
so,” or “I performed something before it 
was due,” and so on. Over and over the 
Prophet told them: “No objection, no 
objection! Objections are only for the 


person who wrongfully violates the 
honour of his fellow-man.” 

At Mina the Prophet spent three 
more days for the throwing of stones. In 
the afternoon of the third day, the 
Prophet moved to Makkah, where he 
stayed in a tent and slept briefly. Before 
the morning prayer, he went to the 
Sacred Mosque and performed the tawaf 
of Farewell. 

The Prophet stayed in Makkah 
during Hajj for 10 days. Afterwards he 
left for Madinah. At a place called Dhul 


Halifa he rested for the night, and at 
sunrise entered his beloved city— 
Madinah, the Radiant. 

When he first saw the city 
dwellings from a distance, words of 
praise poured from his lips: “Allah is 
most High. There is no deity save Him. 
He is One. No one is His partner, He is 
Lord of everything. All praise belongs 
to Him and He empowers all things. 
We are returning repentant, praying, 
prostrating ourselves, praising our Lord. 
Allah has kept His promise.” 

The Prophet died two months after 
performing his Hajj.

And if they now 
have that sense of peace, it is 
because, having shed their sins on 
the Plain of Arafat, they have been 
relieved of their burdens in Islam. 
In them has been born the spirit of 
caring for others and a sense of

The Supreme Act of Worship 


The Prophet Muhammad a calls Hajj, the journey 
ty God, the “supreme act of worship.” It is a way for 
Muslims to renew their religious enthusiasm and their 
faith in Allah. After this, the greatest act of the pilgrims’

In spirit, it combines all the other acts of worship, 
helping us to remember Allah and make saenifices for 
His sake. On this we have to expend time, money and 
energy.

3. A Visit to Madinah 


Madinah, where the Prophet 
Muhammad's mosque and grave are 
situated, also attracts pilgrims in 
great numbers. 

On September 20, 622 A.D., the 
Prophet and his Companions arrived 
here from Makkah, This journey, which 
is called hijrah, marked the beginning of 
the Muslim calender. When the Prophet 
arrived at Madinah, two orphans, Sahl 
and Suhayl, offered to gift him a piece of 
land on which to build his mosque. 
Unwilling to accept the land as a gift, the 
Prophet paid 10 dinars for it. 
Atemporary ~ 


mosque made from trunks of palm 
trees was built, in the construction of 
which the Prophet himself took part. 
Since then the mosque has been made 
bigger and bigger. Within the mosque 


was the Prophet's own house where, to 


strengthen. their faith, people used to 


i 


gather to listen to the Quran and the 
Prophet's wisdom. It was here that a 
major portion of the Quran was revealed, 
memorized and written down. 

Though this is not part of Hajj, the 
pilgrims, because of their great reverence 
for the Prophet, stay there for a few more 
days to pray in the Prophet's mosque and 


Visit places of historical interest. 


14. The Message of Hajj 


One special aspect of Hajj is that it makes 

people remember Allah's scheme of things, 
first made known in the Prophet Ibrahim's 
day, and fulfilled in the days of the Prophet 
Muhammad &. 

The rites of pilgrimage represent 
different stages of this scheme. Just as 
Ibrahim 3 left his native land, Iraq, for 
Hijaz, the pilgrims leave their homes and 
depart for the Holy Land. Nearing 
Makkah, they exchange their tailored 
clothes for two unstitched sheets like the 
simple cloths worn by the Prophets 
Ibrahim and Ismail. When they reach 
Makkah, they walk around the House of 
God, just as the Prophet Ibrahim and 
Ismail had done to solemnise their 


covenant with Allah.

Then the pilgrims perform sa’y, which 
means walking seven times between the hills 
of Safa and Marwa in memory of the Prophet 
Ibrahim's wife Hagar’s search for water. At 
Mina, Ibrahim 23, ready to sacrifice his son 
at God's command, was allowed by God to 
sacrifice a ram instead. In memory of this, 
the pilgrims do likewise. Then, just as 
Ibrahim 32 had thrown stones at Satan, who 
tried to thwart God's will, they throw stones 
at three pillars, the Jamarat. Alll throughout, 
the pilgrims keep saying, “Here Iam at Your 


service, Lord.” 


The assembly of all the pilgrims on the 
plain of Arafat is spiritually the high point of 
the pilgrimage. Here they all promise Allah 
to model their lives on the example set by 
the Prophet Ibrahim, Hagar and Ismail 
doing God's bidding, whatever it may be 
basing their lives on truth and, if necessary 
giving up life's comforts and pleasures. God 
will be their focus, a goal from which they 
will never be diverted by the forces of evil.
